Green, the other being about half 
t mile up stream from the Choctaw- 
vatchie river bridge, near the farm 
of the Martin estate. 

At present workmen are making

A PROCLAMATION 


Executive Department, 
Montgomery, Ala., Nov, 4, 1921. 
WHERWDAS, the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, at a special session held in 
the year 1921, proposed a certain 
amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, which is herein set forth, and 
ordered an election to be held there- 
on on the first Monday after the ex- 
piration of three months from and 
after the final adjournment of said 
session, which will be Monday, the 

30th day of January, 1922; 

AND WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, t6gether with the proposed 
amendment, is required by law to bs 
given by proclamation of the Gover- 
nor; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Thos. £. 
Kilby, Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama, do hereby give notice, direct, 
and proclaim, that a special election 
will be held on Mosday, January 80, 
1922, for the vote of the qualified 
electors of Alabama, in the manner, 
form. and places required by law, up 
on the following proposed amend- 
ment to the eT TOS of Alabama, 
viz: 


“Article XX. Section 1. The 
State is authorized to engage in 
the construction, improvement, 
repair, and maintenance of publile 
roads, highways, and bridges in 
the State of Ainbamea. To this 
end, and for this purpose, the 
State is authorized to appropriate 
funds; and also to issue and sell 
interest-bearing negotiable State 
bonds, in an amount not to ex- 
ceed the sum of twenty-five mil- 
lions of dollars ($25,000,000.00), 
to be issued in such denomina- 
tions, numbers, and series, and 
maturing at such time, as may be 
provided for by law; but such 
bonds shall bear a rate of inter- 
est not greater than six per 
centum per amnum, payable sem!- 
annually, and shall be sold at a 
| price not less then the par value 
thereef. Provided, that no bonds 
shall be issued or sold, under this 
provision, to such an amount that 
the interest thereon will exceed 
the net amount of vehicle license 
tax collected for the year préced- 
ing the issuance of same, and 
which 1s set apart for the pay- 
ment of interest on said bonds. 
The State Highway Commission 
or Highway Department shall lo- 
cate, construct, and maintain 
highways and state trunk roads 
80 as to connect each county seat 
with the county seat of the ad- 
foining county by the most direct 
or most feasible route by a perma- 
nent road, having due regard to 
the public welfare, and to con- 
nect the county seats of the sev- 
eral border counties at or near 
the State Mine with a public road 
in the border statese,. Yrovided, 
that in counties which are divid- 
ed into two or more judicial di- 
visions in each of which regular 
terms of circuit court are held, 
the places where said terms of 
court are held shall likewise be 


connected with each other. It 
shall be the duty of said highway 
commission or highway depart- 
ment to equitably apportion 
among the several counties the 
expenditure of both money and 
labor and the time or times of 
making such investments. Not 
Jess than one-quarter of a militon 
dollars of the proceeds of these 
bonds shall be set aside and ex- 
pended by the State Highway 
Commiseion in each county in the 
State. To create a sinking fund 
for the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment of the principal and Interest 
on these bonds and for the con- 
struction, maintenance, and im- 
provement of such public high- 
ways, roads, and bridges, the 
Legislature shall levy a special 
annual license or privilege tax on 
all automobiles, and on all motor 
driven vehiclos which may be 
used on the public roads and high- 
ways of this state. Such bonds 
when issued shall bea direct obli- 
gation of the State, amd for the 
prompt and faithful payment of 
the principal and interest there 
on the full faith and credit of the 
State is hereby irrevocably pledg- 
#d, and such bonds shall be ex- 
empt forever from all ‘taxes of 
every kind.”

A PROCLAMATION 


Dxecutive Department, 

Montgomery, Ala., Noy. 16, 1921, 

WHDEREAS, the Legislature of Ala 
bama, ata special’ session held in «he 
year 1921, proposed a certain amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama, 
which is herein set forth, and order 
ed an election to be held thereon on 
the first Monday after the expiration 
of three months from and after the 
final adjournment of said session, 
which will be Monday, the 30th day of 
January, 1922; 

AND WHERBDAS, notice of such 
election, together with the proposed 
amendment, is required by law to be 
given by proclamation’ of the Gover- 
nor: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Thos. B. 
Kilby, Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama, do hereby give notice, direct, 
and proclaim, that a special election 
will be held on Monday, January 30, 
1922, for the vote of the qualified elee- 
tors of Alabama, in the manner, form, 
and places, required by law, upon the 
following proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, viz: 


“Section 1944. No person who 
honorably served in the military 
or naval service of the United 
States between January 1, 1917, 
and November 11, 1918, shall be 
required to pay the poll tax men- 
tioned in the Constitution of Ala- 
bama prior to October 1, 1928; such 
persons shall be exemptfrom the 
payment of all poll taxes which 
have or may hereafter accrue 
prior to October 1, 1923. This 
section shall be self executing 
and retroactive, The judges of 
probate shall issue certificates of 
exemption from the payment of 
such poll taxes to the persons en- 
titled thereto under such rules 
and regulations a# may be pre- 
acribed by the Governor.”

The 
supreme Court now holds however, 
thet in the general revenue act of 
1919, the legislature did not under- 
take to make biennial, rather shan an- 
ual assessments or valuations of rei 
property. It was also held that the 
tax payer has an annual opportunity 
to object to the valuation placed upon 
his propery. 

It was ruded by the court, in other 
words, that the valuation made every 
two years, did not set up an arbitrary 
valuation for the year next cueceed- 
ing, but merely formed a basis for 2s 
sessments for the seccnd year regari- 
less of reductions or increases in the 
valuation of properties because of 
certain physical changes in the prop- 
erty that might take place. Also that 
a taxpayer during the second year 
who was dissatisfied with the assess- 
ment placed upon his property had 
the right of appeal looking to a re- 
assessment,
